Any person 
not of legal voting age may 
participate in the election if 
he is in charge of the super- 
vision and conduct of the 
farming operations on an en- 
tire farm. Where producers own 
a fam jointly, each is 
eligible to vote. In the case 
of partnerships, only one vote 
may be cast for the partner- 
ship. There are a few limi- 
tations on voting in committee 
elections. Each eligible voter 
is permitted only one vote. If 
a voter has an interest in a 
farm or farms in more than one 
community or county, he may 
select the community or coun- 
ty in which he or she wishes 
{to vote, but the vote may be 
cast in only one. Voting by 
proxy is prohibited. Last 
year 1011 farmers voted in the 
committee elections. This 
year every farmer should vote. 
It is estimated that there are 
2176 farmers eligible to vote 
in the elections and the coun- 
ty committee has a goal set 
for 1100 voters. 

As far as the economy of 
our farmers is concemed, 
there is no person elected in 
the county who is of more 
importance than county and 
community committeemen.
